Mr.  Kasby  Enjoys  a  Vision  of  the  S«it 
World.

CONFEDRIT   X  ROADS, 

(Wich  is  in  the  Stait  uv  Kentucky,) 

February  5,  1866. 

Last  nite  I  retired  to  my  virtoous  couch  at 
percisely  half-past  eleven,  after  eatin  a  rather 
light  supper  for  that  time  uv  night.  I  alluz 
make  it  a  pint  to  eat  late  in  the  eveni'n,  for  I'm 
gittin  old,  and  my  digestive  faculties  ain't  what 
they  was  when  I  wuz  young.  Alas  !  We  who 
hev  lived  out  the  best  part  uv  our  days,  wat 
wood  we  give  to  be  set  back  to  the  time  when, 
with  our  faculties  unimpaired,  we  cood  con- 
sooni  a  good  square  meal  without  fear  uv  conse- 
kences.    But — 

'  'Them  happy  days  is  fled, 
And  never  will  return. " 

I  paid  my  respecks  to  3  mince  pies,  a  pair  uv 
pigs  feet,  some  cold  tongue,  and  a  plate  uv  tripe, 
fullered  by  a  half  dozen  dough  nuts,  and  a  cou- 
ple or  more  uv  glasses  uv  hot  whiskey  punck, 
and  singler  as  it  may  seem,  it  didn't  set  well.  I 
dreamed  all  night  and  my  dreams  wuzot  at  all 
pleasant,  Metha*tl  hed  deceest  and  wuz  in 
the  next  world.  It  was  a  singler  site  that  met 
my  vision.  The  dividin  line  atween  this  world 
and  the  next  wuz  a  swift  stream  uv  water,  and 
every  deceest  spirit  lied  to  cross  it.  The  water 
was  suthin  like  that  uv  the  Dead  Sea.  A  man 
unencumbered  with  auytbiug  cood  walk  on  it, 
but  they  sunk  down  in  it  if  it  wnz  loaded,  ac- 
cordin  to  what  they  hed  to  carry.  Ou  tnetother 
sideuv  this  Jordan  wuz  Heaven — the  dominions 
nv  his  majesty  Satan  the  1st  wuz  below,  aod  to 
it  a  strong  under  current  flowed,  which  took  all 
tbeni  ezwuz  too  heavy  loaded  to  keep  their  chins 
above  waier. 

On  the  bank  stood  more  than  two  millions 
uv  little  devils,  who  flung  onto  the  shoulders  uv 
them  tryin  to  croes|  their  failins  and  weaknesses 
and  iniquities. 

General  Breckinridge  wuz  the  first  that  I  saw 
enter  the  flood.  He  had  on  a  life  preserver  la- 
belled State  Rights,  but  a  peert  little  devil  stuck 
a  pin  into  it,  and  It  collapsed,  the  ga^  with 
which  it  wuz  filled  smellin  horribly.  Down  he 
went,  and  ez  he  sunk  they  commenced  peltin 
him  with  packages  labelled  "  Treason,"  "Per- 
jury," and  "  Murder,"  and  John  C.  went 
under. 

Old  James  Buckanon  went  next.  The  old 
gentleman  didn't  keep  above  water  ez  long  ez  a 
able-bodied  man  could  hold  a  bar  uv  red  hot 
iron  in  his  hand.  He  made  one  6plasb.  wben  a 
weight  labelled  "Treason"  struck  him  and  down 
he  went.  The  gentlemanly  and  urbane  devil 
who  bad  him  in  charge  had  a  big  pile  more 
uv  Emrjiuitition  to  discharge  at  him,  but  that 
one  wnz  sufficient. 

Vallandigham  come  next.  I  wnz  surprised 
to  see  no  one  make  a  motion  at  him,  but  he 
sunk  all  the  same.  "We  never  waste  effort," 
said  Satan  to  me;  "he  carries  enough  natural 
cussedness  about  him  all  the  time  to  sink  him, 
without  pilin  any  devilment  on  his  shoulders 
which  is  ten  days  old." 

Fernandy  and  Ben  Wood  come  up  rather  bold 
and  entered  the  flood  ez  though  they  were  sure 
uv  goin  through  all  right.  With  a  inimitable 
chuckle  Satan  motioned  away  the  inexperienced 
devils  and  sed  "leave  em  to  me,"  and  at  Ben  he 
hurled  a  package  uv  the  New  York  News,  which 
swashed  him  down  instanter.  Jest  ez  Fernandy 
wnz  beginnin  to  reach  the  other  shore  he  flung 
onto  him  an  assortment  uv  weights  labelled 
"Lotteries,"  "Riot6,"  which  took  him  down  to 
the  arm  pits,  and  finished  by  tumblin  onto  him 
a  mass  onto  wich  wuz  written  "Mayoralty,"  and 
down  he  went,  at  wich  His  Majesty  drew  a  sigh 
uv  relief. 

Seein  the  style  nv  the  men  who  sunk,  I  re- 
marked unto  him : 

"This  war  hez  bin  a  rather  profitable  thing  for 
you." 

"Nothin  to  speek  uv,"  6ed  he.  "The  leaders 
uv  the  Southerners  were,  some  uv  em,  honest 
and  got  through  on  that  account,  and  the  rank 
and  file  were  ignorant  wretches  who  ain't  ac- 
countable no  how.  Theleadin  Copperheads  uv 
the  North  were  mine  anyhow,  from  the  begin- 
nin. Any  man  who  cood  sympathize  with  the 
rebels  in  such  a  struggle  must,  yoo  will  ac- 
knowledge, hev  hed  a  loDg  career  uv  iniquity  to 
fit  em  for  si ch  a  sin.  "Why,"  sed  he,  "do  yoo 
think  I  use  all  the  6hot  I  hev  ?  Not  any.  Them 
yoove  seen  piled  on  were  used  because,  bein  the 
last,  they  were  on  the  top  nv  the  pile. 


Any  quantity  uv  yoor  party  escape  me.  Them. . 
fellows  who  are  yet  votiu  for  Jackson  I'll  never 
git,  and  the  most  uv  them  ez  alluz  votes  ua- 
scratched  tickets  will  dodge  me.     Their  inno- 
cence protects  em.    It  takes  a  modritly  smart 
man  to  be  vishus  enuffto  come  to  me;  he  hez  to  I 
hev  sense  enuff  to  distinguish  between  good 
and  evil;  cu6sednis  enufT  to  deliberately  choose  • 
the  latter,  and  brains  enufT  to  do  somethin 
startlin  in  that  line.    Dan  Voorhees,  uv  Inje- 
aDy,  hez  all  these  qualities  developed  to  a  de- 
gree which  excites  my  profound  respect.    Be- 
tween bim  and  Fernandy  Wood  its  nip  and 
tuck.    Fernandy  did  wicked  things  with  more 
neatnis  than  Voorhees,  but  for  a  actual  luv  uv 
doin   em,  Voorhees  beets  the  world.    I  sed," 
continued  he,    "that  the  war  wusn't  uv  much 
yoose  to  me.    I  repeat  it,  it  wuz  a  damage. 
Afore  the  war,  I  hed  my  own  way  pretty  much 
in  the  Southern   States.    For  every  octoroon  I  > 
cood  count  on  at  least,  two  planters,  and  under 
the  patriarkle  system  uv  Afrikin  slavery  (which 
by  the    way  wuz   one   uv    my  most   brilliant  I 
consepshuns)  octoroons  multiplied  with  a  ra-  j 
pidily  pleasin  to  behold."    But  now  alas!  the  oc-  ] 
toroon  bizness  is  done  and  my  best  holt  is  gone. 
I  bev  Eome  little  hope,  however.  The  Dimocrisy 
are  displayin  a  vigger  I   didn't  think  they  pos- 
6esst.    Ef  they  kin  only  git  strength  enuffto 
elect  the  next  President  and  re-establish  slavery! 
The  thought  fills  me  with  unutterable  joy.   The 
redoosin  uv  the  nigger  to  bondage  agin  would 
give  me  a  clean  title  to  every  last  one  who 
helped  to  do   it,  and  in  gittin  em  back  into 
their  normal  condishun  (by  the  way  that's  an- 
other phrase  uv  mine)  ther'd  be  enuSf  slaugh- 
ter^  and   murders  to  satisfy  several  sich  Sa- 
tans  ez  I  am.    I'd  help  em  if  I  knowd  how, 
but  I  can't  improve  on  either  their  speekers  or 
writers,  and  ez  long  ez  men  will  do  my  work 
gratis  I  dont  see  the  yoose  uv  interferin." 

At  this  pint  a  couple  of  small  imps  under- 
took to  push  me  into  the  stream,  and  in  the 
struggle  I  awoke.  My  dreem  wuz  o'er,  but  the 
impre6hun  remained.  "Kin  it  be,"  mused  I 
pensively,  "that  we  are  doin  the  devil's  work, 
and  are  we  to  be  finally  rewarded  in  the  manner 
I  saw  in  my  vision?  Ef  so,  hedn'fc  1  better  quit 
and  repent?" 

But  I  thought  agin  that  however  it  mite  be 
for  younger  men,  it  wood  be  uv  no  yoose  for 
me.  I  hed  votid  the  strait  ticket  for  thirty 
years,  and  the  ten  or  twelve  years  I  hed  to  live 
wuz  too  short  a  time  in  which  to  repent  sue-  j 
cessfully  uv  sich  iniquity.  So  I  sank  into  sleep 
agin,  this  time  dreemln  that  I  had  turned  Fe-; 
nian— hed  elected  myself  Hed  Centur  for  the 
Stait  uv  Kentucky,  and  wuz  just  iavestin 
$75,000  in  a  magnificent  plantashun.

Petroleum  Nasby. 

A  brief,  illustrated,  entertaining 
biograph  of  this  famous  American 
humorist  has  just  appeared,  written 
by  Cyril  Clemens,  and  published  by 
the  International  Mark  Twain  So- 
ciety, at  Webster  Groves.  Mo.  It 
has  a  Foreword  by  Irvin  Cobb  and 
an  Introduction  by  Carl  Holliday. 
The  name  of  Petroleum  Nasby 
will  be  forever  associated  with  that 
of  Abraham  Lincoln,  for  during  the 
days  of  the  Civil  War,  Lincoln  read 
the  jokes  of  Nasby  with  intense 
relish,  and  used  to  read  them  aloud 
sometimes  to  members  of  his  cabi- 
net, who  did  not  always  share  the 
President's  enthusiasm. 

Lincoln,  however,  was  grateful 
to  Nasby  not  merely  for  the  en- 
tertainment he  derived  from  his 
writings,  but  because  in  them  he 
found  relaxation  and  relief  during 
his  almost  overwhelming  respon- 
sibilities. 

Josh  Billings,  Petroleum  Nasbv, 
Artemus  Ward,  Bill  Nye,  are  not 
read  very  much  in  the  twentieth 
century,  but  they  are  quoted  fair- 
ly often,  and  their  names  are  cer- 
tainly familiar  to  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  Americans.  Thus  a 
modestly  brief  biograph  of  Nasby 
should  be  assured  of  a  warm  wel- 
come. We  should  like  to  become 
acquainted  with  the  writer  whom 
Lincoln  loved. 

*     *     *     » 

Nasby's  formal  education  ended 
when  that  of  many  others  had 
hardly  begun.  At  the  age  of  10 
he  quit  school  forever  and  entered 
newspaper  work,  with  which  he 
was  to  be  identified  all  his  life. 
He  walked  14  miles  to  the  office  of 
a  Cleveland  newspaper,  asked  for 
a  job,  got  it,  and  was  apprenticed 
•for  seven  years.  In  1861  he  used 
for  the  first  time  his  pen-name 
Petroleum  V.  Nasby.  little  knowing 
how  important  petroleum  was  to 
become  in  the  world  in  the  next 
century. 

In  1865  he  took  the  editorship  of 
the  Toledo  Blade  and  the  last  of 
his  Nasby  letters  in  this  newspaper 
appeared  only  a  few  weeks  before 
his  death.
